Operations of Walking Delegates in

Nicy a walking delegate, who is 

walting trial on an indictment for 
Perjury alieged to have been com- 
mitted ip testimony he gave during 
the trial of Samuel Parks, is an- 
nounced by the World to have made a 
startling confession. Numerous cases 
are enumerated in his statement of 
walking delegates in this city and sur- 
rounding towns having successfu ly 
conspired to extort money from con- 
tractors and builders to avoid strikes, 
‘or have them called off.

Farley asserts that in one instance

The confession was made to Dist- 
Atty. Jerome in the presence of sev- 
eral assistants. Its telling occupied 
many hours. Farley asserts that the 
perjury with which he is cha:_ed was 
committed at the instance of a promi- 
nent lawyer. It consisted in his 
swearing that Parks and he did not 
meet at any time on a day during 
which the presecution had asserted 
that Parks received $200 from a Brook- 
lyn contractor to avoid a strike. Far- 
ley admits, it is said, that the money 
was given in his presence, first in the 
form of a check, which was refused, 
and later in cash. 

Farley was indicted after the Parks 


in prison while his wife suffered from 
lack of necessities of life. He was re- 
leased on bail after the return of 
Parks from the Kansas City conven- 
tion, and through an understanding 
with the District Attorney's office his 
trial on the perjury tharge has been 
postponed until the next term of court. 
He said his confession was given 
purely to relieve his conscience, and 
Was only accepted by the District At- 
torney in that spirit, and with the 
distinct understanding that it did not 
involv@ tmmunity. 

The District Attorney is in posses- 
sion of the name of the attorney in 
the case, together with the names of 
all the walking delegates alleged to 
be involved, and disbarment proceed- 
‘Ings are promised in connection with 
the other developments.

UNIONS WILL YIELD NO GROUND 
WITHOUT A STRUGGLE. 


He Tells Civic Federation That Con- 


Event of an Inéustrial Depression. 
Senator Hanna’s Plea for Harmony. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

CHICAGO, Oct. 17.—A warning to cap- 
ital against cutting wagesif financial de- 
pression comes, by President Gompers 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
and a plea for harmony between em- 
ployers and toilers by Senator Hanna 
were made at the closing session of the 
National Civic Federation conference 
tuday. 

Senator Hanna, who presided, spoke 
of the importance of the work engaged. 
in, and the success in bringing to- 
gether capital and labor, which at first 
seemeed to him impossible. 

Much, he said, was due to the con- 
servative element in labor organizations. 
He expressed hope for the future, and 
said that members of the federation 
who at first were reluctant to join were 
now the most active workers. Since his 
connection with an Ohlo strike thirty 
years ago, he said, he had made up his 
mind there was a way to aettle differ- 
ences. The future success in the indus- 
trial world, the Senator said. would be 
largely guided by the Civic Federation 
.movement which was started here four 
years ago. The duty of employers was 
greater than that of employés, and the 
work of conciliation wes the great work 
Yo he done. In all great difficulties, 
‘political or otherwise, compromise 
the only thing to bring success. The 
work of the federation is, he said, a 
work of education, and he added that 
patience is ufred in the work for the 
good of our fellowmen individually, and 
for society asa whole. 

Success in maintaining industria! 
peace was a greater matter than the 
question of who is the next President. 
Captains of industry, he said, and the 
other side were only too willing to 
learn from teachers who have had ex- 
perience. There is not any real dimfi- 
culty that cannot be settled, but fair 
dealing was necessary. He referred to 
the wastefulness of strikes and lockouts 
afd the effect they had on capital and 
labor, and how aid in the movement of 
the federation could help all. 

W. L. MeKenzie King of the De- 
partment of Labor of Canada, dis- 
cussed the situation in Canada, and 
how a number of strikes were success- 
fully settled by the law. 

John T. Wilson, president of the In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Railway 
Maintenance of Way, and Marcus M. 
Marks, president of the National Cloth- 
ing Manufacturers of New York: also 
gpoke. 

pnt Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, fol- 
lowed. He expressed his appreciation 
of the work of the § federation, and 
desired to correct misapprehension, 
which, he @aid, existed In the minds 
of some regarding organized labor, and 
clear false notions so that Iabor and 
capital could go along hand in hand in 
the production of the wealth of the 
country. He replied to T. F. Wood- 
‘Jock. a New York editor, who, in an 
address, said that because of the reac- 
tion in business now confronting the 
country, labor should make no unrea- 
sonable demands upon the employer. 
He said: | 

“If the time comes to suggest the ad- 
visability of the employer to cutting, 
or making any attempt to cut wages 
it will be disputed by us. We will not 
let that go easily. We. wijll make a 
stand against it, not because it is un- 


wise, but because ft simply accentuates 


the industrial crisis, and gives it 
greater strength.”

MOODY WON’T STAND IT.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) Representative Jones of 
Washington had a long talk with Sec- 
retary Moody today regarding the 
Puget Sound Navy Yard.

Capt. Barclay, commandant at 
Puget Sound,” reported that the addi- 
tional land required at Bremerton for 
yard extension was worth about $200,- 
000. William Bremer, owner of this 
land, offered it to the Navy Depart- 
ment for $350,000, but when he learned 
the department was favorably consider- 
ing its purchase, he came here and 
raised his price to $450,000 and cut 
down the size of the tract. Secretary 
Moody consequently dropped negotia- 
tions. He told Representative Jones 
today that he would not favor the con- 
struction of another drydock at Puget 
Sound as recommended by the yard 
official, but that if Bremer returned to 
his original terms he would recommend 
to Congress the purchase of additional 
land. If this land is purchased there 
will be room for another dock.

In his charge to the jury, Judge 
Thompson held that there must be an 
overt act to establish a conspiracy. and 
that while on. was no direct testi- 
mony to show this except in the testi- 
mony of Ryan, as to what Johns had 
rroposed to him, yet there was much 
circumstantial evidence to that effect. 
The main point for the jury was to set- 
tle. whether Miller had knowledge of 
what took place between Johns and 
Ryan, and whether Johns was author- 
ized to speek for the Assistant-Attor- 
ney in the office of Assistant-Attorney- 
General for the Postoffice Department. 
The court told the jury that there 
could b> no verdict finding one of the 
defendants guilty, and the other ine 
nocent; that both must be convicted 
or botL acquitted and that no eym- 
pathy or any prejudice should enter 
into thgir findings. although the testi- 
rrony aring on .the previous reputa- 
tions of the defendants was to be cone 
sidered the same as other evidence.

“Hiow about the many reports that 
are to be cut——” 

*“Yes, yes, you know by report,” said 
he bravely, “of our new policy, which 


is simply that of many other large: 
rail 


roads and corporations at this 
time. It has been deemed best to 
slow down for awhile. During the last 
three y the Southern Pacific has 
spent lavighly on improvements in ev- 
ery direction; nothing has been spared 
in the way of expense. Now we think 
it best to begin to enjey the fruits of 
our long labor. Why, last year we laid 
100,000 tons of steel, which is eqyiva- 
lent to about 800 miles of road, with 
eighty-pound rails. The year before 
we laid 600 miles and the year before 
that 900 miles. And during this time, 
as you know, there have been steel 
bridges by the dogen. After such a 
period of activity it would be quite 
natural to rest awhile.” 

“But you don't view the future with 
alarm, do you?” 

“No, no, not personally, but tlike 
thousands of other men, I do not un- 
derstand the present situation. With 
wages high—exceedingly high, with 
prices for rails and care from 3% to #4 
per cent. higher than ever before, with 
labor disturbances ever imminent, it 
would seem as if things had about 
reached the limit, although there 
deems little reason necessarily for a 
crash on account of these conditions.” 

“Then the new policy is one of con- 
servatism rather than alarm?’ 

“Yes, sir.” 

“But your traffic, both passenger 
and freight, is tremendous, is it not?” 

“Yes, both freight and passenger 
business ie excélient, and we are 


-handling it as well as we can, and our 


showing in thie regard is very satis- 
fartory. I saw a dispatch the other 
day—I think it was in San Antonio— 
to the effect that the Southern Pacific 
has 4000 cars tied up. This is not true 
end does ws an injustice. As a matter 
of fact, today there are only 1200 cars 
on the system that are at all delayed, 
and on over 8000 miles of road that 
is very good.” 

“Will you eut down exepenses in 
this territory about $1000 a month?” 

“Oh. no offictal could tell you what 
he will do or what it will amount to. 
Wherever expenses can be cut, there 
will be a waving, but by no means is 
the efficiency of the service to be im- 
paired.” 

“Do you propose to shut up any of 
your offices?”

ACEDONIA lies a heap of 
smoldering ruins. Her insurg- 
ents lie dead in the woods, 


on the plains or on the moun- 
tain sides, or are scattered in alien 
lands afraid to return-to where their 
homes once stood. The torch and 
sword of the ruthless Turk have done 
the terrible work. It has been six of 
one to half a dozen of the other be- 
tween the Bashi Bazouk and the regu- 
lar soldier in the deeds of cruelty and 
rapine which have been a disgrace to 
human nature. Europe has stood by 
jooking with dry eyes and cold hearts 
while helpless babes were put to the 
sword or cast into the flames in sight 
of their mothers, whose bodies were 
geserved for a worse fate first, to fol- 
low the children after the brutal 
Turk’s lust had been satiated. Bul- 
garia has been held in leash excepting 
in so far as a few bands might creep 
acrose the frontier, to fai.as the Mace- 
donians failed, and to meet the same 
fate as the Macedonians met. 

Now, I do not make the somewhat 
-«commor mistake’ of thinking the 
Macedonian or Bulgarian insurgents 
much superior in mora.s or sentiments 

to the Turk. One would have to see 
a entering a church, the other a 
mosque to determine the religion he 
professes, or distinguish by his cos- 
tume to which race he belongs. These

the acts of one race or of the profes- 
sors of one religion as compared with 
the otber. Having said this, in fair-

this point. After the last war be- 
iween Russia and Turkey, when the 
army of the Czar was at the gate of 
Constantinople, all Europe stepped in 
and forbade the great northern bear to 
crush with one blow the Turk, with 
all the infamies that ¢luster around 
his sway in Europe. 

Seeing the hopelessness of the case 
Russia turned eastward. The empire 
cannot expand without breathing space 
om the ocean. So the Czar turned to 
the Pacific, built the Trans-Siberian 
Raliroad, worked in China to secure 
Manchuria. Russia has got to the sea 
and she will stay there. 
this the Russian frontier was pushed 
couthward until it touched that of 
Creat Britain in India. This was for 
the purpose of being in a position to 
keep England busy there if there 
should be any attempt to check Rus- 
fia’s designs on the Chinese frontier.

Constantinople. But neither shall the 
similar colors of Austria, nor the 
black flag of Germany, nor yet the 
crosses of Great Britain, if Russia 
can prevent it. As to Germany, she 
vould rather have a weak power like 
Turkey, which can be overawed, and 
corrupted to great railroad and other 
commercial concessions, than a strong 
one like Russia which could do her 
own business. 

But why not deliver Macedonia out of 
the hand of the despoiler, and set up 
a kingdom like that of Greece or Bul- 
guria? Which would it be, Greek or 
Bulgarian? There is one of the dif- 
ficulties. The country ig inhabited by 
both races, and the Greek would pre- 
fer the Turk to the Slav, and the 
Siav would prefer the Turk to _ the 
Greek. Then there are religions dif- 
ferences which separate Christians 
from Christians, as sharply as from 
Mohammendans, But they are minor 
difficulties com with others. 
Neither Russia nor any European 
“power wants to see any Balkan power 
rise to a position strong enough to 
dominate affairs in the peninsula, If 
Greece should join with Ma-edonia, it 
weuld make a rather formidable king- 
dom. If Bulgaria should absorb Mace- 
donia as she has other small Danubian 
principalities that wou!d be a more se- 
tious matter. Such a power might 
exist, extend its influence 
borders of Russia to the southern cape 
cf Greece and control the whole of 
astern Europe. With the Croatians 


and Hungarians in chronic’ revolt 
againg@ Austria, it would be difficult 
to control a powerful Slav power 


along the eastern border. Constantin- 
ople might fall into the hands of such 
4 power and a new state be. bullt up 
which would seriously disturb the 
prerent baiance of power. 

Then comes the last and most 
potent of all influerces against the 
creation of any more autonomous 
Siates on the Russian frontier. Rus- 
sin gave Europe to understand that 
this must not be. A few years ago, 
when an-attempt was made to deliver 
the people of Armenia from the grip 
of the unsreakable Turk, the same 
excesses were committed there that 
have taken place in Macedonia. When 
the Turk had “restored order” in his 
own peculiar way the powers  pro- 
nosed the creation of a principality 
after the fashion of the Danub- 
jan states. Russia said “No.” 
These states are to a certain degree 


self-governing. They have some- 
thing like congresses which make 
laws» They hold elections and do 


things not allowed in Russia.

Reai Estate Man. 
Plaintiff a Poor Widow Who 

_’ Says She Was Deceived. 


Schweppe Also Figures as the 


Go2-belween in This Case.

Another fraud suit  /nas been brought 
against real estate operator William 
M. Garland. Late yesterday after- 
noon an action was filed by Mrs. Kate 
Manning of ¢his city against Garland 
and William H,. Schweppe, his alleged 
go-between. The suit relates to an old 


‘page, tried in June, 1902, in which Gar- 


land sued Mrs. Manning to compel 
her to keep an option she had given 
him upon some property. He won. 
Now she is suing to gnin possession 
of her land. She is represented by J. 
Wiseman Macdonald, Esq., with the 
firm of Works, Lee & Works as as- 
sociate counsel. 


The complaint alleges that Garland 
obtained the sole agency for Mrs. Man- 
ning’s property—a forty-five-foot 
lying on the west side of South Main 
street, bgtween Sixth and Seventh 
streets, in November, 1901. He is al- 
leged to have represented to her that 
this particular piece was worth no 
more than $300 per front foot, when 
land all around Mrs. Manning’s aw 
Was selling at $400 the foot. Th 
came the little performance said to 
have been played with Schweppe's aid. 
Schweppe is alleged to have been an 
employé of Garland’s at that time. 

In the legal document placed on 
“The plaintiff al- 
leges that thereafter, without the con- 
sent of the plaintiff, and without au- 
thority, by virtue of said contract of 
agency or oherwise, and net the 
wish and will of the plaintiff, said de- 
fendant Garland pretended -to execute 
a contract of sale to said Schweppe, 
and signed the name of the plaintiff 
thereto, for said property.” 

The complaint further alleges “that 
at. the time the plaintiff entered into 
said contract of agency she was not 
with the true value of sald 
rea 
vicinity thereof, or the condition of 
the real estate market in said city, 
but the said defendant Garland falsely 
and fraudulently, and with intent to 

rocure the title to said property for 

own benefit, as hereinafter alleged, 
represented to the plaintiff that said 
property was of the value of $300 per 
front foot, and no more, and that ff ahe 
should sel! the same at that price she 
could invest the purchase money in 
other property, on other streets in the 
city, to much better advantage to her. 
when fn truth and in fact said prop- 
erty was then of the value of $400 per 
front foot, and was rapidly increasing 
in valle. 

“It was and t understood by said 
defendants and each of them that said 
purchase was made in the name of 
said Schweppe for said Garland, that 
Gariand is to pay all sums required 
to be paid on account thereof, and that 
the title thereto shall finally be con- 
veyed to him, or any profit« realized 
from a re-sale shall belong to him.” 

A number of months after the al- 
leged Garland-Schweppe combination, 
Gariand sued Mrs. Manning to make 
her hold faith to this agency agree- 
ment, and won the decision. Mrs, 
Manning: now alleges that the land she 
lost in this way is worth no less than 
$1300 per front foot, and that the real 
estate man certainly has made a “good 
thing’ out of it. 

Mrs. Manning is a poor widow who 
takes in sewing for a livelthood, but 
she has enlisted a strong array of at- 
torneys. - |

Meteorological Theories, 

On no other single subject are so 
many unfounded and whimsical the- 
ories launched as in meteorology. Mr. 
H. C. Russell, the State Astronomer of 
New South Wales, has recently dis- 
posed of one of those traditions regard- 
ing the correlation of British and Aus- 
tralian climate which somebody in- 
vented without any pretext whatever. 
It is to the effect that a wet season in 
England is followed by a wet season 
in Australia. Mr. Russell has demon- 
strated that, although the sequence 
does sometimes happen, it is very rare, 
From 1880 to 1885 and from 1894 to 1901 
there were rainy seasons in England, 
while Australia was suffering severe 
drought. The last period, it may be 
observed was one of deficient rain in 
this country, but with nothing like the 
lamentable deficiency in the colonies. 
The wet summer at home has been ac- 
companied by the break-up of the Aus- 
tralian drought; whether it will be fol- 
jowed by a wet period in the Common- 

ealth remains to be seen. With such 
Z difference of iatitude as exists be- 
tween Britain‘ and Australia, a corre- 
spondence of seasons is in the highest 
degree unlikely.—{London Standard.

LORDSBURG, CLAREMONT AND SAN 
Chief Engineer Pillsbury of Pacific 
Electric Makes Persenal Trip Over 
Route from Covina to Pomona and 
Suggests Separate Branch. 


LORDSBURG, Oct. 17.—Chief En- 
Pillsbury of the 
Huntingten system made a _ (trip 
through this section in company with 
leading citizens of Claremont, San 
Dimas, Charter Oak and Lordsburg. 
Announcement of the route of the new 
trolley line from Covina to Pomona 
prompted the inyitation to Mr. Pills- 
bury to look over the ground, in the 
hope of. getting the line run farther 
nerth than now proposed.

Prof. Sumner, in a forceful speech, 
then explained to Mr. Pillsbury the 
purpose of the meeting and the great 
importance to San Dimas and Lords- 
burg that the line should pass through 
their towns, the populations of which 


were growing so rapidly. Mr. Pillsbury | 


explained that the great difficuMy was 
the heavy grade, not so much into San 


Dimas and Lordsburg as the much 


heavier and more dangerous grade 
from Lordsburg down into Pomona. It 
was on this grade a few years ago that 
the Southern Pacific Railway had such 
a disastrous wreck. He said the Pa- 
cific Electric company desired a route 
where they could. make fast time, 
which such steep grades rendered im- 
possible. 

A long informal talk followed, the 
people all showing a desire to assist 
the Pacific Electric In any route de- 
cided upon. A atrong committee was 
appointed to work with the company 
in securing the necessary rights of 
way, D. C. Teague being chairman. — 

The line will follow the route ex- 
actly as described in last Sunday's 
Times, over Puddingstone Falls, and 
through the gap in the San José hilis 
to the Rancho de Carrion and along 
the south of Kelger’s property in 
Lordsburg. 

The party drove from Charter Oak 
in a tallyho to Lordsburg, going over 
the route which the people had  se- 
lected as most desirable for an elec- 
tric line. Mr. Pillsbury waa weli pleased 
with this route, and while he sald it 
would be impossible to divert the main 
line to this point, he, declared that if 
the. people would furnish a right of 
way. the Pacific Electric Ratiway 
Company would construct a line from 
Charter Oak through San Dimas, La 
Verne, Lordsburg and Claremont and 
on to Uplands, 

The people were enthusinstic over 
this proposed line, which means not 
only so much to their respective towne. 
placing Claremont in direct communi- 
cation with Los Angeles, bunt makes 
the most direct route from Los Ange- 
ies to San Bernardino. 

After lunch at the Mabel House, 
Losdsburg, Mr. Pillsbury was driven 
to the foothilis south of Lordsburg. 
where the proposed line will go. This 
is far removed from the town and a 
boat would have to be furnished in the 
winter time to carry the passengers to 
the cars if any ventured so far. 

Mr. Pillsbury held out the possibility 
that if the right of way and the grade 
were not too serious obstacies, he 
would try and bring the line nearer to 
Lordsburg.

WAITING CREDITORS. 


APPEARED IN PERSON AT YESTER- 
DAY’S BANKRUPTCY HEARING. 


Looked and Acted Like a Sick Man. 
Inquiry Into Water Rights, Hotels and 
Other Properties Owned by 
of-Money” Man. 


5. P. Creasinger was smoked out 
yesterday. He appeared before his 
creditors at the meeting in Referee 
Helm's office—considerably to the sur- 
prise of the creditors. | 

He was cross-examined for some 
time by Attorney Shankland, who rep- 
resente some of the creditors. In the 
middle of the hearing Mr, Creasinger 
asked for a glass of water and said 
he thought he had done enough. He 
was excused until October 27. At that 


time both Creasinger and his wife 


will be examined. 


The examination yesterday was not 
sensational. Mr. Shankland inquired 
into. water righta and other matters 
in relation to land owned by Creas- 
inger in Ventura, Mexico and else- 
where. 

Dr. ‘Wille stated that he thought Mr. 
Creasinger had had a slight stroke of 
paralysis. 

He appeqred sick when he was 
brought to the stand. 

The first thing to be inquired about 
was the Covina ranch. Creasinger 
said that the ranch is worth $1000 an 
acre, and carries with it water rights. 
He told about his ranch in Riverside, 
of which there are eighty acres set 
out to prunes. Back of this there are 
47,000 acres available for grazing. In 
acquiring the Matilija Springs prop- 
erty in Ventura, he had to buy about 
four tmindred acres to keep people 
from gambling near the springs. He 
said that the only secti®ns of value 
are the five acres nearest the springs. 

Creasinger also epoke of the 50.000 
acres in Mexico, about thirty-five miles 
from San Diego. This property is in 
litigation, however. In Cripple Creek 
he has a hotel- which rents for $30 a 
month.

An Automatic Device Designed to be a 
Help to the Photographer.

N THE making of photographic 

prints the operator, as a rule, must 

work with great celerity. As most 
persons know. these prints are made 
from a negative which is placed in a 
frame of considerable depth, which 
ailovs the sensitive paper to be put in 
pesition imaxndiately under the nega- 
tive and held there by a back, which is 
made in two parts ord each one held in 
the frame by a «wring. After the print- 
ing has proceeded some time the sec- 
back be partially re- 
moved and the progress of the opera- 
tion observed without disturbing the 
paper with its relation te the plate, it 
being heid in its place by the remain- 
ing portion of the back. If the print- 
ing hax pot been done to the proper 
point the frame isc and again ex- 
posed to the action of the light. Dur- 
ing this operation of examination as 
well as placing and removing the paper 
it must not be exposed to the light, but 
the work is usually performed under 
some shelter, and then, even there must 
be no prolonged exposure, or the print 
will be spoiled by the light.

“Imbedded at the side of the printing 


frame is a ratchet and pawl device 
which is operated by a plunger. The 
location of this is at a point where the 
examination of the print from time to 
time has no effect, but every time the 
back fs taken entirely out, as is neces- 
sary for the removal of the print, the 
fact is registered on a dial in full view 
of the operator at all times. A stop 
Placed at any of the figures of the dial 
will cause the operation of the device 
to cease when the number has been 
reached. This informs the printer that 
he has made as many prints as he 
has any need for from that particular 
print, and the negative may now be re- 
moved and work proceeded with an- 
other negative. 


Vehicle Spring.

In order to overcome this constant 
source of danger, a substitute for the 
hairbrush has been devised, as shown 
in the accompanying cut. The principal 
object of the invention is to provide 
an article which will perform all the 
ordinary tunctions of the bristle brush, 


‘but of such shape and construction as 


to be wholly non-absorbent and cap- 
able of rapid and effective steriliza- 
tion. 

The article is constructed of rubber 
or metal, and the surface bearing the 
teeth are of such shape as to be soft 
and yielding, so that the action of the 
teeth are in every way tne same as 
that of the bristles of a hairbrush. 


Windowshade in Sections. 


There are many ceses where it is 
desirable at times to have a window- 
shade capable of an adjustment 
whereby the lower part of the window 
may be screened off and the light 4l- 
lowed to enter through the upper part 
and at the same time permit of the 
usual adjustment. Many efforts. have 
been made to arrive at this, but the 
process has, as a rule, been of such 
a cumbersome character as to make 
them almost impractical. An exceed- 
ingly simple solution of the matter ap- 
pears in a shade which has been re- 
eently introduced, which is shown. In 
the accompanying cut, and which 
dispenses with the roller entirely. 
This is done by making the shade in 
three pieces and suspending them in 
such a novel.manner that the admis- 
sion of light is almost under abso- 
lute control. In a general way the po- 
si of the three parts is regulated 
by a) cord which is passed through a 
ring ‘at the top of the window frame 
and then across to the side where it 
passes downward to some point of 
fastening within easy reach. This 
controls the raising and lowering of 
the three parts, as stated. The mid- 
dle portion remains at any point to

THREES-PIECE WINDOW SHADY. 


A very novel process by which it is 
proposed to treat beer and similar 
commodities to improve their keeping 
qualities without the direct 
drugs has been recently made public 
by the granting of a patent covering 
.the process to Francisque Cratte, a 
resident of New York, who has 
achieved a reputation as an electri- 
cal inventor. The process is of a ca- 
taphoric nature, the drugs not being 


the beer or other material to be pre- 
served. The desired effect is secured 
in a much more effective manner, ac- 
cording to the claims of the inventor. 
The manner of procedure in following 
this process is to place the preserva- 
tive material, which may be either bo- 
racic acid or the standard solution of 


» peroxide of iron, into a long tube-like 


receptacle. In suwojecting the beer to 
the action of the current this tube, 
which is made of copper silvered ex- 
ternally, Is used as one of the elec- 
trodes, while the other is formed by 
making a contact with a wet. sponge 
er other sultable means to the outside 
of the barrel directly opposite the end 
of the copper tube. A moderately 
powerful current is allowed te . pass 
through the beer for a period of ten 
or fifteen minutes, whereupon a cata- 
phoric action is said t- take place and 
minutely small portions have been in- 
troduced Into the beer. By the com- 
bined action of the current and the 
preservative substance conveyed by it 
and under its influence the organic life

Bank and Trust Company Closes Its 

Doors. 

(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES) 

CITY OF MEXICO, Oct. 17.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) Tuesday afternoon the 
cable elevator in the Palace Hotei 
parted, and Frank K. Gillespie of New 
York was caught in the cage as it 
struck the bottom floor. The elevator 
fell four stories. Whén the débris had 
been somewhat cleared away, Gilles- 
pie was taken out of the shattered 
cage alive, but badly injured, both of 
his feet being broken. The elevator 
boy, José Parra, was injured internally. 
Both were placed in the care of Dr. 
Lawrence Shields, surgeon of the Amer- 
ican Hospital. There are hopes that 
Gillespie will be perfectly strong and 
well within two months. The boy is 
also doing as well as could be expected 
under the circumstances.

DPATH OF CAPT. BARRON. 
Capt. William Barron died at his 
residence in this city Thursday night.

MEXICO A GOOD MARKET. 

The report that Ward A. McConiey, 
Vice and Deputy Consul-General of 
the United States in this capital, has 
filed with Secretary Cortelyou, of fhe 
new Department of Commerce and 
Labor at Washington, among other 
things relates that about 20 per cent. 
of the agricultufal implements and 
tools used in Mexico are modern and 
the other 80 per cent, are crudé and 


primitive. Only the large hacendados 
use ern machinery, and that 
within the past eight or ten 
years, Labor in Mexico is very 
cheap. Farm laborers get from 
18 to 8 cents United States 
currency per day, and in many 
parts are scarce and unreliable. About 


ninety-five per cent. of all tae modern 
agichltural implements and) tools used 
in Mexico are imported from § tne 
United States, the rest from Germany. 
The hnplements mostly used are reap- 
ers, thrashers, mowers, and tron plows 
with single handle and wooden frame. 
American manufacturers hold a prac- 
tical monopoly of agricultural imple- 
menis, but must follow up their ad- 
Vantage or elee European manufactur- 
ers will overtake them, for the latter 
are working hard in that direction. Mex- 
ico’s scarcity of manufacturers and 
implement makers is on account of the 
scarcity of fuel, and undeveloped con- 
dition of tron deposits.

“Writing from Redlands, a corre- 
spondent takes issue with a statement 
recently quoted and commented on by 
The Times, from an eastern paper, 
the gist of which was that “the crying 
need is education,” as a partial rem- 
edy for industrial ills which are 
brought about by the excesses of trade- 
unionism.

In the course of his remarks 
Senator Hanna expressed the opinion 
that “the future of success in the in- 
dustrial worid would be largely guided 
by the Civic Federation movement;”

culties, political or otherwise, come 
promise is the only thing to bring 
success;” that “the work of the Civic 
Federation is a work of education;” 
that “patience is required in the work, 
for the good of our fellow-men, indi- 
vidualy, and for society as a whole;” 
that * of indystry are only too 
willing to learn from teachers who 
have had experience;” that to say dis- 
trust has been caused by labor leaders 
“is an unfair proposition,”’ with other 
dishwater logic of the same sort. 

Mr. Hanna and his “civic federation” 
remind one forcibly of the fly on the 
‘elephant’s ear, which got the idea into 
its small brain that it was controlling 
the movements of the huge .anfmal, 
when in reality it was, as everybody 
could see, an t . parasite. 
The Civic Federation was Organized 
largely through the efforts of Mr. 
Hanna, and ly for the purpose of 
enabling him to exploit his alleged 
“sympathy for labor.”. In the opinion 
of many “captains of . as 
well as of many of the leaders of or- 
ganized labor, Mr. Hanna and his 
federation have done a great deal more 
harm than good by intermeddling in 
‘industrial disputes in which they had 
no direct interest. As a general prop- 
osition, the less outsiders have to do 
with such contests the better. The par- 
ties directly in interest, or represernta~- 
tives chosen by them, are best quali-+- 
Ged to act in such matters. 

The proposition that “in all great 
difficulties, political or otherwise, com- 
promise is the only thing to bring suc- 
cess,” is absurd—and silly. Compro- 
mise is often—not always—the most 
mischievous course to pursue. Prior to 
the breaking out of the Civil War, 
compromise after compromise was 
patched up between the opposing in- 
terests. One compromise necessitated 
another, without helping matters (but 
rather aggravating the situation.) The 
fire smoldered, but grew in volume, 
until # burst out in the consuming 
fiames of civil war. The issues of the 
war had to be fought t sooner or 
later. If they had fought out 
sooner, the losses of life and treasure 
would have been leas than they were 
when the inevitable conflict came. Tne 
compromises weakly entered into were 
a mere makeshift. They postponed, 
but were powerless to prevent, the 
clash of arms. 


Compromise is the expedient of the 
weakling, the sycophant, the milksop. 
If a cause be just it should be vail- 
jantly maintained, and contended for 
to the end, whether the end be defeat 
or victory. To compromise with «a 
wrong is to encourage it, to give it a 
Standing, to acknowledge that ft pos- 
sesses elements of right. Teo concede 
unjust demands is to invite other and 
even more unjust demands. How, for 
example, can there be compromise 
with a boycott? To compromise witn 
the boycotter is in effect the same as 
meeting half way the extortionate de- 
mands of a professional biackmaiier. 
There is but one right way to meet 
these evils, and that way is to fight 
them to a finish. This is “the only 
thing to bring success” that is worth 
bringing.

A FIRE ENGINES. 

A monster steam fire engine re- 
cently made the trip from London, 
where it was built, to Liverpool, to 
which city it had been sold, on its 
trial trip. This is said to have been 
the longest trip ever made by a ma- 
chine of its kind. This :particular en- 
g:ne is guaranteed to outstrip the fast- 
est horses, and it is so arranged that 
upon arrival at a fire the power of 
the engines can be instantly trans- 
ferred from the propelling mechanism 
to the pumps, for the purposes of fire 
extinguishment. The apparatus has 
high-power engines, and is said to be 
one of the most efficient fire-extin- 
guishing devices ever invented. 

In this connection it is to be won- 
dered at that there are not more auto 
fire engines In use in all civilized 
countries. The employment of horses 
to haul fire engines was a great step 
in advance over the old hand methods, 
as was also the employment of steam 
power to pump water and throw it 
onto the fire, under pressure. But, at 
the present stage of power dev@lop- 
ment, the use of horses tor hauling 
fire engineses is antiquated, siow, 
clumsy, and jnefficient, as compared to 
the use of steam or other power for 
the purposes of propulsion. 

The self-propelling fire engine can get 
‘to the scene of a fire in a much shorter 
time than .an an animal-drawn engine. 
By the use of gasoline in place of steam 
@s a motive power, the necessity of 
keeping up steam all the time, so as 


would be obviated. Biectricity has 
teen proposed as a desirabie agent for 
propelling fire engines, but the great 
weight of the storage battery has thus 
far made its use impracticable for this 
pur It has also been proposed to 
use electric troiley lines for furnishing 
the energy required to propel the fire 
engines and to operate them after 
reaching the fire. This plan, however, 
Goes not recommend itself as practi- 
cable, for reasons which are apparent

TYRANNY OF THE FLATITRON. 
The prospective tenant who can 
demonstrate to the satisfaction of the 
landlord, or his agent, that the house 
and whatever furniture go with it 
will be treated with care is likely to 
receive conaideration in the matter of 
terme. One prominent real estate 
man of __—ithis city 
rented .a good 
own houses speaks bitterly of 
the damages that have been wrought 
by the people who have occupied bis 
Places. He mentions one instance in 
which, when the people moved out, 
he discovered that the servant gir! 
had used the oak dining table for an 
ironing board, and that the hot iron 
had hopelessly ruined the smooth var- 
nished surface of that table. The 
same girl had set the hot iron on two 
cane chairs and spoiled the bottom 
of each. She had also set the hot iron 
on a rug costing several dollars, and 
the imprint of the heated thing had 
ruined the rug. A woman with no 
knowledge of nalls drove a big one 
into the woodwork just for hanging a 
photograph, and, although there were 
numerous roomy clothes closets, nails 
were driven promiscuousiy into the 
woodwork of the several rooms, The 


minor damages still further reduced 
the profits on the rented plece of 
realty. 

That agent thinks the servant girl 
with the flatiron nearly holds the key 
tothe situation and laments the ap- 
parent necessity of good tenants mv- 
ing indirectly to pay for the injury 
done by bad ones. Other agents tell 
no less doleful tales on that subject. 
“FURNISHED ROOMS” AND WHY. 

“One of the reasons why we see #0 
many ‘furnished room’ signs,” said one 
of the downtown realty men yesterday, 
“Is that the people who pay the high 
prices now prevailing for fiats and 
cottages try to ‘make good’ by renting 
one or two of the rooms.” 

Rental prices as now quoted are 
somewhat higher, but not a great deal 
higher than they were a year ago. 
Since two years ago, however, there 
has been a material increase. | 

At the present high prices of ma- 
terial and labor it costs $40 or $500 
per room to build a good cottage or 
house equipped with modern conveni- 
ences. 

STORE RENTAIS ADVANCED. 

There has within the »ast two yeurs 
been an advance of from 33 1-3 to 5 
per cent. in rentals of business places 
in the central part of the city. The 
highest prices generally prevafl on 
Spring street and Broadway between 
First and Fourth streets, although the 
price paid for a store with a twenty- 
foot front on Broadway near Fifth is 
said to be between $400 and $450 per 
month. Store rentals on Spring street 
between Second and Third are quoted 
at $20 per front foot, although a twen- 
ty-foot frontage would yield only about 
eighteen feet of available space. The 
prices are higher or lower according 
to the character of the front, the depth 
and. the light.

Seen in England’s Colonies as 
Well as in England. 


A Report on. Business Conditions 
in the Cuban Repubiic. 

Unique French Business Scheme. 
Figures on Inheritances—For- 
eign Meat Trade. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—While the 
I-nglish people are engaged in an ex- 
citing campaign over the tariff ques- 
tion, the British colonies are rapidly 
following Canada’s initiative and 
setting an example for England which 
will certainly add to the force of Mr. 
Chamberlain’s arguments in favor of 
preferential duties within the British 
empire. The British colonies of South 
Africa have just put into force a new 
general tariff for the South African 
customs union. This system of import 
cuties applies against al] foreign coun- 
tries, but with the proviso that on 
certain classes of goods manufactured 
or brought ina England there

“ The Bureau of Statistics is still pur- 
suing its investigations in regard to 
the American foreign trade in agri- 
cultural implements. The agricultural 
conditions in South Africa present 
features common to agricultural coun- 
tries the world over In addition to 
others , eculiar to itself. Of these lat- 
ter two of the leading are insufficiency 
of labor (chiefly native) and a deficient 
supply of rain In the wet season, ne- 
cersitating extreme dispatch in sow- 
ing and harvesting operations. These 
two factors make for the use of me- 
chanical appliances in‘ all departments 
ef farming in a high degree and this 
tendency has been accentuated in re- 
cent yeura by the reduction of draft 
animals caused by diseases. 

South Africa embraces a multiplicity.

modation for the crew. Projecting on 
each side from the frame which is 127 
feet in length, are the great aeroplanes 
used in ascending and descending, and 
the propellers for sending the craft 
forward. . 

The aeroplanes are the most impor- 
tant features of the new ship. The 
front edge of each is in a fixed posi- 
tion, while the back edge can be raised 
or 1 red. When the operator wishes 
to patend he drops the back edge, 
which causes a resistance to the air, 
tending to raise the ship, and when 
he wishes to descend he simply throws 
his lever the other way and the aero- 
planes tilt up tgain like a Venetian 
blind so that the rushing current of air 
forces the ship downwards. To pre- 
vent the craft from tilting as the aero- 
planes change their position, the doc- 
tor has placed a fifty-gallon tank at 
each end of the car. The tanks are 
connected by a pipe running through 
a pump so that water may be forced 
from one tank to the other to trim or 
ballast the car. 

The propellers, of which there is a 
pair on each side of the framework, 
carry six blades each and will be 
driven by motors having a combined 
force of 150 horse power. 

Once in the air the doctor will de- 
pend upon the great rudder at the stern 
to keep the vessel to her course. His 
balloon will have a lifting power equal 
only to the weight of the car. As the 
car weighs about seven tons, the gas 
bag has to be a pretty big affair, and 
its total area is about 230,000 cubic feet. 
Dr. Barton hopes to make his aerial 
trip early in October, and all he asks 
for is good weather. If the preliminary 
flights about the open country near 
his workshop are successful he will 
take a sail across London, and he 
declares the next trip after that will 
take him to Scotland.

‘Firemen’ “Extra Lung, 

It is said that in’ the near future 
Boston's firemen may be equipped with 
an apparatus which will enable therm 
to defy the densest smoke or the most 
suffocating fumes of ammonia and 
chemicals, which often prove as great 
a danger in their work as the flames of 
burning structures. 

The new “lung” which may be pro- 
vided for all the members of the fire 
departments will supply the firemen 
with a fresh breath of oxygen when al} 
about him are stifling clouds of smoke 
or teeming waves of poisonous chem- 
ical gases. Such a general strangula- 
tion as occurred last week during the 
escape of ammonia fumes will be en- 
tirely obviated by the new apparatus. 
The fireman with his little air reser- 
voir carried under his arm or upon 
his back will breathe only what he 
carries with him. 

This new member of the €reman’s 
official anatomy may be strapped to 
his back. The apparatus which is now 


of Europe consists first, of a mask 
which may be attached to the helmet 
by means of straps. 

The visor of mica ts protected by 
wire. Attached to the air reservoir or 
“lung” is a copper tube which trans- 
mits compressed air to the mouth ef 
the wearer. A second tube emits the 
used air. 

The .air is injected into the man’s 
real lungs at a normal pressure, so 
that breathing Iteelf is rendered well- 
nigh mechanical. 

The ears are in no way obstructe4 
and the ringing of a tiny- bell is the 
fireman's warning that the supply of 
compressed air in his knapsack is run- 
ning low. It is then necessary for him 
to leave the smoke and get a new sup- 
ply of fresh air. . 

Officials of the Boston department 
are not unanimous regarding the ef- 
fectiveness of such an apparatus, for 
it is believed that in many cases the 
use of the inspirator would tend to

tory in South Africa. 

The rebate of 25 per cent. authorized 
on articles coming from the. United 


cludes practically all classes of food 
stuffs, tobacco, spirits and . certain 
manufactures. The class of articles 
upon which the entire ad valorem of 
2% per cent. is removed includes all 
other manufactures other than those 
included in the free: list. The reduce 
tion of duty in favor of the United 
Kingdom and colonies extends 
practically to all imported articles upon 
which any duty is collected. This law 
has been put into operation and the 
methods by which the advantages 
are obtained are the same as those 
in force in Canada. 

The trade between England and 
South Africa has grown from $45,500,- 
000 in 1893 to over $126,000,000 in the 
past fiscal year. The trade between 
the United States and British South 
Africa has grown from less than four 
million dollars in 1893 to about forty- 
fuur million dollars in 1903. The effect 
this preferential duty will have upon 
the American trede in South Africa 
is. as yet. more or less problematical,

One of these provides that 
in every disposition of property the 
real estate shall be set apart by) itsel 
and the personal property shall be sub- 
ject to the inheritance x The other 
creates a standard or scale upon which 
the tax shall Le based» “The purpose 
of this legisiation was to protect the 
people inheriting the small ambunts 
that so often represent an elemefit o! 
personal labor and again a modest ex- 
istence, letting the burden fall upos 
people inheriting large amounts. ‘ 

During the past year there were 
. 363,000 inheritances, amounting te over 
3$1,000,000,000. Two hundred and. thirteen 
thousand of these inheritances did not 
exceed $400, and amounted all together 
to less than $47,000,000. The list of 
moderate fortunes shows a _ total of 
6964 inheritances among which only 
twenty-seven approximated $1,000,000. 
Of the $33,000,000,000 that constitutes 
the wealth of the French nation, a age 
$10,000,000,000 belongs to the people of 
the middle classes who constitute less 
than one-fifth of the population.

Schu- 
menn-Heink has made her reputation 
in this country as one of the great- 
est artists of the Metropolitan Opera 
company. she being a member of it for 
the past six years.

Metropolitan Operabouse, 

The New York Herald tells of exten- 
sive alterations that are being made 
at the Metropolitan Operahouse this 
summer, at a cost of $135,000.__Accord- 
ing to the detalled description, Amer!i- 
can opera should be almost incom- 
parable when it will be completed. 
Promises are made of “Lohengrin” 
performances without stuffed swans, 
“Ring’’ cycles without toy dragons 
and aerial hobby horses, and of the 
“Flying Dutchman” without paper 
ships and canvas water. Here is an 
exact account of the exact changes 
to be made: 

“The old stage floor has been torn 
out, and in its place will be two floors, 
either of which may be used, accord- 
ing to scenic effects to be produced. 
One is made in two huge sections, 
which separate in the center, and by 
a system of counterbalance weights 
may be pushed into the wings and 
out of the way. Below this will be an- 
other floor, bullt in sections, 8x4 feet. 
supported by carriages which move 
on perpendicular tracks, The space 
under the stage has been excavated to 
a depth equal to the height of the 
stage itself. Entire scenes can thus 
be bullt under the stage on these dis- 
appearing carriages, and then raised 
noiselessiy into place. To operate 
these stage- sections counterbalance 
weights are again used. :

below the stage, and will be simply 
rolled into grooves cut 
in the floor at the proper angles. —- 
scenes, which now require a compli- 
cated rigging loft and a regiment of 
men to handle them, will be raised 
and lowered by a system of counter- 
balance weights, and one man can 
easily operate 

“To represent a moving scene, or, 
more properly, the changing landscape 
a rider might see as he passed along, 
perpendicular rollers two feet in di- 
ameter revolve in thg wings, and from 
them will be unrolled strips of soen- 
ery. From the ome nedrest the audi- 
ence will be wu a4 a transparent 
net, on which will be painted large 
foreground objects, such as trees, 
rocks and bushes. This strip will 
move rapidly. Then will come a strip 
containing middie distant objects. 
moving more siowly, and so on until 
the last set of rollers is reached, bear- 
ing the background of sky and moun- 
tains, or whatevér it may be, and 
moving very slowly, or not at all,” 

It will thes be possible te show 
clearly Siegfried’s trip down the Rhine, 
a scene that hitherto has been merely 
indicated by the music in the or- 
chestra. 

An entire new electrical equipment 
is being installed, and the best light- 
ing effects will be obtained. They will 
be controlled by a man at @ $25,000 
switchbeard beside the prompter’s 
desk on the front part of the étage. 
Hitherto the lighting effects were con- 
trotlea from the *wings, and it was 
necessary to signal from the prompt- 
er’s box. 

Another. improvement will be the 
enlargement of the orchestra pit by 
almost half, to 120 men, 
instead of sixty-five or seventy, as at 
present. To do this a few feet have 
been taken from the front part of the

LONDON’S BIGNESS. 


a Quarter—Births Equa! Marriages. 
[STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, Oct. 1.—It inspires one 
with a sense of London's bigness to 
learn that a child is born here every 
forty seconds, and that someone dies 
every minute and a quarter. You can 
calculate that this is so in a few mo- 
ments from a recent official announce- 
ment that during last yea@y 131,278 chil- 
dren were born in the metropolis, and 
that 79,924 deaths occurred—these, how- 
ever, being not the most interesting 
items in a particularly striking repart 
as to the changes that are taking place 


now number six and a half. 

If last year’s record only would keep 
on repeating itself, London soon would

London’s greatest shame strikes home 
in police records. Arrests for drunk- 
enness exceed those for every other 
crime, and strange to say, a large ma- 
jority are women. As quite a number 
of appearances before a magistrate are 
necessary here before one is known to 
the police as a habitual drunkard, 
the number of this class last year was 
less than 200, but of this number, smal} 
in comparison with the thousands of 
steady drinkers, 99 per cen. were 
women, a good many of whom have 
given the police more trouble than al- 
most any other class of petty crim- 
inals. 


Grant Kissed Them Both. 

Will Carleton, author of “Songs of 
Two Centuries,” was speaking the 
other day of his last interview with 
Gen. Grant. “I had seen him and met 
him on various occasions,” he _ said, 
“but this was the first time I had ever 
had him to myself for half an hour.

This is censidered 
of such vital importance that fuller 
treatment of the subjecf will be given 
in a subsequent talk. At that. time the 
attempt will be made to show how 
obedience may easily be secured. 
THIRD REQUISITE. 


‘Many parents are heard te assert 
that they expect their youngest chil- 
dren to be controlled by correct princi- 
ples. Though meaning well, such par- 
ents make a grievous mistake. It is 


iunportance of this staygement t prin- 
ciples are for adulfs and rules for 
children. ~The parent makes a serious 
mistake in striving to train a chile 
without the use of rules or other ex- 
plicit direction. 

Dven a young child quite early 
learns that certain acts are permittea, 
while others are not. Such a child 
cannot understand the principles upon 
which the facts depend, but such a 
child can be trained to compliance with 
demands when they are clearly un- 
Gersiood. Children who quite early. 
learn to give compliance to fixed ruie» 
will have but little trouble in after 
years, when they are compelied to Ne: 
te proper authority. 

It must not be forgotten that upon 
the parent resis responsibility of 
fixing correct requiremerfits. Subjection 
to rules of any Kind will train the chila 
in habits of obedience, but will not train 
the child to be what he should be, un- 
less the rules themselves are based up- 
on right. If they are not so based, he 
will most likely give way to hie im- 
pulses when he is treed from the necea- 
sity of complying with the rules. The 
one great test of the efficiency of ans 
Prule is thé ease with which it may be 
done away with, when once it has been 
firmly established. 

Some will be disposed to say that 
the young child cannot be taught to 
understand the meaning of a rule. Yet 
all careful observers know that even 
a young child mey be taveht that he 
will not get what he cries for. How 
many of ug parents have failed to teach 
this to even our older children? Any 
child can certainly understand any rule 
before he can comprehend principles 
underiying the establishment of the 


rule, 

The child 3 or 4 years old who knows 
that certain punishments are sure to 
follow the breaking of rules which the 
parents have made will not even con- 
sider the violation of those rules. This 
fact was shown conclusively in the 
writer's family within the past week. 
Edith, who is but 3 years old, told her 
older brothers that she would not leave 
the table before she was excused, be- 
cause if she did she would have to sit 
on achair a long time. Very gradually 
a child will learn that the rules are 
founded upon what is right, and there- 
after will be governed, in part, by the 
principle invoived. 

When the child reaches the age of 12 
or 15, the age of pubescence, there 
will be less need of rigid rules. In 
fact, if the training has been such as 
it should have been such a child will 
be governed, in great part, by correct 
principles. This is the time that there 
should be an effort. made to replace 
rules made by the parents with those 
rules or principles which the child 
able to understand and accept for him- 
self. Parents should aiso exercise great 
care in seeing that no more rules are 
made than are absolutely necessary. 


FOURTH REQUISIT®D. 


The fourth requisite to be mentioned 
is that of kindness. Every parent wor 
thy of the name wishes to be kind. 
Too few love their children wisely. @till 
less fully realize the all-conquering 
power of kindness. Those have 
had experience with criminals will tes- 
tify to the truth of the -statement that 
the callous heart of the confirmed crim- 
inal, though it makes no answer to se- 
verity or suffering, yet becomes soft 
as a child's under the influence of real 
kindness agairist which no human 
heart is proof. Can it be that the hard-

THE FIFTH REQUISITE. 

While loving kindness, if shown 
wisely, will generally be sufficient to 
influence a child, every child must, at 
times, feel that back of the kindness 
there is a firmness which must be con- 
sicered. By firmness is not meant bru- 
tality or harshness, or even unkind- 
ness. The child should fee] that the 
hand laid upon him is controlled 
the love and tenderness of the mother, 
end the strength and firmness of the 
father. 

As the child grows older the neces- 
s‘ty for its use should decrease, so that 
ty the time the child has reached the 
age of ten or tweive, when the child 
begins to fret under absolute demands, 
there should be buf little need of com- 
mands, 

Any appearance of indecision will. be 
& great temptation to resistance of au- 
thority; especially with the child un- 
Ger twelve it is best to err upon the 
side of firmness. Some may fear that 
this will make the child feel unkindly 
toward the parent. Such is not the 
case. On the contrary, every careful 
observer must acknowledge that chil- 
cren naturally respect and love those 
who insist upon strict compliance with 
the rules of right. Seldom, jf ever, will 
you find a show of gratitude or love 
on the part of the child who has been 
coaxed to do what is right. 

SIXTH REQUISITE. 

Uniform treatment ig another very 
important requisite of proper training. 
How few recognize Its importahce! To- 
Gay the parents’ example is diamet- 
ricaly Oo} posite to what it was yester- 
dvy. The act punished with severity 
then is passed unnoticed now. At ene 
time overwhelmed With kindness; ai 
another crushed by Urmness 
amounts to positive crueity, 
brutality.

In the sixth piace if the ussian 
banks enjoy as much privilege a’ they 
are doing now, they would be a very 
convenient intrument for circulating 
fiat notes of the Russian government, 
The banks of other countries do no:

In the seventh place, the new de- 
mand of Russia is an improvement on 
the .old one in respect to her  tele- 
graphic monopoly of Manchuria. 
While the first evacuation convention 
limited itself to the existing Russian 
telegraph line, this new demand 
stretches the sphere practically to the 
entire extent of Manchuria. 

The conclusion of the whole thing is 
this: Russia, through these new de- 
mands has added the commercia! oc- 
cupation of Manchuria to the military 
occupation of Manchuria, which is a 
rather handsome thing for Russia's 
pride and profit. 

The new demands of Russia are an 
to the intelligence of ~ the 
of the world interested in 
Manchuria.

Russia 
is pretminently a lover of biuffa, Of 
course she would play that game to 
the very last. But at this juncture ‘t 
would be well to remember that Ni»- 
pon is, while she is amazingly patient 
to a certain point, one of the most pas- 
sionate nations on the face of the globe. 
There is no other nation that is sn 
sensitive as she in the question of na 
tional honor, and Nippon prefers to 
fight ra than polish diplomatic 
periods. ssia knows this well. All 
things considered, {t is not very likely 
that we shall see the peace of the Far 
East broken—at least for a few years 
to come.
